more in the regular receipt of the MKK- 
cuttv, and am able to keep posted as to 
what is going on in Newport. I note 
with much pleasure that.

I woll remember seeing two 
vessels being built at one time in Cran- 
dall's ship yard, and attending the 
launching of now vessels frequently in 
the old days, when merchants and cap- 
italists were extensively engaged in 
keeping up a remnant of the former 
commercial greatness of my 
native 


town (now city). Tho last vessel built 
at the Crandall ship yard was the brig 
Itcdwood, since when, I think, ship- 
building at Newport has entirely ceas- 
ed, while at many other places, the 
business has been carried on profitably. 
It was considered a great undertaking 
to build a ship of four hundred tons, 
now schooners of llftoeu hundred tons 
register are being constructed and seem 
to llnd profitable employment in carry- 
ing coals from the coal ports to the 
eastern ports at about $1 per ton. 


Walking along the moio, hero in Ha- 


vana, I miss the Newport vessels that 
came here with cargoes of potatoes, 
onions and hoop poles,and loading with 
molasses for their return voyage. All 
this business as far as Newport is con- 
cerned lias ceased, and Cuba is now pro- 
ducing the finest potatoes and onions 
to bo found in any country, and is 
abundantly able to produce a large 
quantity of botli these necessary arti- 
cles for export, and the time is not fur 
distant when wo may expect to see the 
northern markets supplied with more 
of Cuba's products. Tho price of sugar 
lias fallen so low that planters are look- 
ing about for something to take its 
place, and some are cultivating the 
Itamie, a species of hemp, which prom- 
ises to pay a. fair profit, and give em- 
ployment to many hands in the nnimi- 
facture of all kinds of coidago. The 
cotton plants also grow well in Cuba 
and many woniler why it is not culti- 
vated extensively; without doubt it 
would amply pay the planter. 


We are now in the middle of the sum- 


mer season, and the weather la very 
tine, abundant rains making every part 
of the country fresh and green. So far 
there has not Ijccn any sickness, and 
this may be (me of the seasons when we 
may escape a severe visit from fever. 
Many think Havana an unhealthy city; 
it is not so, and I do believe that if the 
rigid sanitary regulations of Northern 
cities were practiced here, this would 
be one of the most healthy cities, even 
in summer time. 
Situated as it is, on 


the very edge of the Gulf of Mexico, 
fresh sea breezes prevail,and even when 
the beat Is greatest, the air is so clear 
one dues not mind the neat. 1 was 
walking along Cuba street, which runs 
northerly along the sea wall, last even- 
ing and could easily have fancied I was 
walking on Newport beach enjoying 
the peculiarly refreshing air, which can 
alone come from off the ocean.

Notwithstanding all the in- 
igintios that had been indicted upon 
ho colonies, tho hope of reconciliation 
with Old Knglnnd wns so strong that 
:iul u vote been taken without discus- 


ion, 
tho Declaration would not thon 


Hive been adopted. Let us never forget 
ho familiar chain of mighty events that 
reduced our first Fourth of July. 
There had been open war for more 


han a year and the inevitable causes of 
war ever since the accession of George 
hoThird, in 17(11. Tha sctirch writs of 
ssistunco, in plain violation of the max- 
in that an Englishman's house is his 
astle, and the odious act of 170. 
r> coin- 


lolling tho purchase of British stamps 
tad aroused a perfect storm of opposi- 


.011. 
At tho trial to test tlicso writs in 


ho old Boston state house, tho scone of 
vhicb is pronounced by John Adams as 
the real birthplacu of American Indc- 
:)endenco, tho eloquent James Otis 
.ittorcd the watchword of tho times 
vheu he exclaimed that taxation with- 
out representation is tyranny. Tho 
hroo stamp commissioners of Newport 
were hung and burned in cfllgy on the 
parade, their houses wore sacked, and 
•hoy themselves were driven on board a 
British man-of-war. In tho Virginia 
assembly Patrick Honry protested "that 
lie people and tho people only have 
i right to tax the people," exclaiming 
it tho height of his eloquence: "Cicsar 
lad his Brutus, Charles the First his 
Cromwell, and George tho Third"— 
"Treason," shouted tho tory members, 
init, the dauntless Henry kept on: 
:'And George the Third may profit by 
their 
example. 
If that bo treason 


nake the most of it." 
In July, 1704, 


tho first act ot forcible resistance to 
British authority, namely tho firing of 
eight guns from Fort Wolcott into one of 
.ho King's ships, was witnessed from 
this very hill hy that mysterious son- 
•inol, 


the lofty tower, 


Which to this very lionr 
Stands looking seaward. 


March B, H'O, occured the Boston mas- 
sacre. Dec. 18,17".'!, saw old Faneuil 
Hall, the Cradle of Liberty, thronged 
witii a town meeting protesting against 
the landing of the tea, an article which 
tho' free in England wns to be taxed in 
America. Towards evening, no satis- 
faction having been received from tho 
royal governor, Sam Adams rose and 
said "This meeting can do nothing 
more to save tho country." "Hurrah 
for Grilling wharf" was tlie answering 
wnnvhoop from the gallery, and within 
nn hour every tea chest had been toma- 
uawkcd and thrown overboard. 


The first congress of the colonies in 


Sept., '74, adopted a humble petition 
to the King but all to no purpose. 
The 
Hummer 
of 
J775 
saw 
the 


beginning 
of 
serious 
business. 


Gaily the 
regulars marched out of 


Boston on the morning of the lllth of 
April, their banners streaming; in the 
wind and their hands playing the deri- 
sive tune of Yankee Doodle. Secretly 


they supposed they hud made their 


preparations to destroy the military 
stores at Concord, but the Hash of the 
lantern from 
the old North church 


tower the midnight before had sent 
Paul llevere galloping "through every 
Middlesex village and farm for the 
country folk to ho np and to arm." The 
first Vilood of Hie Revolution was shed 
(in Lexington Green. 
At Concord 


liridge a few miles farther on "the cm- 
battled farmers stood, and fired tho 
shot heard round the world." 
The 


British began to retreat. The minute 
men were upon them, and when the fu- 
gitives ran breathless into .a hollow 
square of reinforcements at Lexington 
throwing themselves upon the ground 
in sheer exhaustion, they had left 20.1 
red coats (lend and dying along the 
road. They reached Boston in panic, 
one of the officers declaring that he 
would rather storm hell than fight 
Americans again. 


His fears 
were 
confirmed 
two 


months later when at the battle of Bun- 
ker Hill, fifteen hundred undiscipliiicc 
patriots stood their 'ground before 
three or four thousand of tlie King's 
veterans, veterans who had been trainee 
on every field' of Europe "to march 
up to the cannon's mouth like a sol- 
id wall in motion." Grandly the reg- 
ulars swept up the hill firing as they 
came. "Waste no powder, boys," whis- 
pered Coll Prescott in command of the 
Americans. "Wait until you can seethe 
whites of their eyes. Aim low. Fire.' 
Twice the gallant English plumes tot- 
tered down the hill and with fivefold 
the greater loss, one entire regiment be- 
ing reduced to twenty-live men. At 
the third onset, the Americans having 
but one 
round of ammunition left 


were compelled to yield stubbornly 
The last man to leave the redoubt was 
Joseph Warren who as he turned to go 
was shot (lead. 
His loss was immcas 


urable, equal, as Lord Howe said, to 
that of five hundred common rebels 
but the lofty inspiration of his shor 
career has ennobled American patriot 
ism from that (lay to this. Tlie familial 
address embodying his commands to 
those around him us the enemy were 
charging upon them has become a coi- 
ner stone of our loyal literature. Tha 
old song which portrays the last mo 
mcnts of a survivor at Hunker Hill is 
one of a multitude of patriotic pieces 
wherein the brave death of Warren is 
tho focus of tho sentiment. 
"Weep not my son," the veteran 8atd, 


"I Lira- to Heaven's high will, 


Hut quickly from yon antlcru bring 


The .sword of Hunker Hill."

Tho great battles of Concord and 


Junker Hill set the whole land on Are. 
'he colonial legislatures began at one* 
o pass votes more or less In deroga- 
iou of the King's authority, though 
trango to say it was many months still 
jcforo the idea of complete separation 
rom England took full possession. As 
n the early days of the Rebellion, with 
he question of slavery, public opinion 
was breaking up and unconsciously re- 
orming upon a basis better than it then 
knew. 


In May 1770, two months earlier 
ban the day we celebrate, the General 
Assembly of Kbodo Island at Newport 
vent so far as to vote this colony out of 
he King's allegiance, other colonies 
ollowed suit, and tho Congress at 
'hiladclphia could no longer avoid the 
jucstion of Independence. Why should 
hoy longer shrink from it? They had 
raised an army and navy, had fought 
battles, and had adopted a national 
lag. Or rather, as tho poet grandly 
;ings, a banner born in heaven had 
come down to them, like an eagle from 
the skies, and had lighted on every lib- 
erty polo the land over.

A crisis had come. Philadelphia was 


crowded with people. Congress could 
10 longer delay. The members well 
(now 
that in voting for independence 


they exposed themselves to the danger 
of execution as traitors, but they were 
brave men. Among their number were 
Stephen Hopkins and William Ellcry of 
Rhode Island, Patrick Henry, John 
Hancock and Samuel Adams who had 
been specially excepted from tho par-. 
Ion offered by tho King, Benjamin 
Franklin who in urging unanimity 
Itiaintly remarked that Hiey must hang 
together or hang separately, Hichard 
Henry Leo who introduced the prelim- 
nary resolution that these United col- 
onies are and of right ought to bo free 
and 
independent states, 
Thomas. 


Tefferson tho author, and John Adams 
tho defender 
of 
tho 
Declaration, 


tho grandest state paper ever pro- 
ilucod. It was generally behoved on 
Jiat morning of July 4th that indepen- 
dence wor.ld bo declared on that day. 
Crowds surged around the State House. 
The old bellman stood in tho steeple, 
lis band on tho tongue of the bell and 
bis little grandson stationed below 
ready to give tho signal. Hour after 
liour passed on until tho middle of the 
afternoon when the people began to 
fear that Congress did not dare to do it. 
Unfortunately wo have no full record 
of the proceedings "f the executive ses- 
sion within tliat ob::rnlier, but we know 
that John Adams was "the Colossus of 
the debate," and, in imagination with 
Webster, wo can hear him concluding 
his last prevailing argument as follows; 
—"Sir, before God I believe the hour ' 
has come. My judgment approves this 
measure, and my whole heart is in it. 
All that I have, and all that I am, and 
all that I hope in this life, I am now 
ready hero to stake upon it; and I 
leave off as 1 began that, live or die, 
survive or perish, I am for the Declara- 
tion. It is my living sentiment, and by 
the blessing of God itshall ho my dying* 
sentiment, independence now and liule- 
imulcnc.vforcccr." 
The vote was taken. 


The Declaration was adopted. The boy 
below shouted "King, Grandpa, King, 
0 King, for Liberty!" The old bellman 
overjoyed rang as be bad never rung 
before, and the good news Hew as on 
the wings of light to our every remot- 
ist hamlet. 
Trenton, Saratoga, and Yorktowu af- 


ter a terrible struggle confirmed the 
Declaration, and a generation later, in 
the War of 1812, the question of our 
conquest by a foreign nation was for- 
ever settled in the negative by Scott at 
Lundy's Lane, by Jackson at New Or- 
leans, and by your own gallant Perry 
on Lake Erie where, amid the roar of 
camion and the wreck of falling spars, 
he rescued a victory by leaving his dis- 
abled flagship and going' quickly to 
another, in an open boat standing 
erect and holding his colors aloft, while 
the water fairly boiled with the shots 
hissing around him. 


Time does not permit me to dwell 


upon the phenomenal growth and pros- 
perity which have blessed this land in 
geometrical increase from her 
first 


great birthday up to tho present time. 
S'o other nation ancient or modern fur- 
nishes a parallel to it. 


In point of territory we have extended 


our borders by the acquisition of Louis- 
iana, Florida, Oregon, Texas, Califor- 


nia, and Alaska, until we are now four 
fold larger than in Washington's time. 
We are large enough. Let us not bike 
another foot of adjacent territory mort- 
gaged as it is likely to be, as, alas, we 
found Louisiana and Texas to bo, to 
customs entirely hostile to the genius 
of our institutions. 


In population our increase has been 


more than ten fold, and is likely to con- 
tinue indefinitely. The people of all 
climes wherever our banner lloats have 
read upon its ample folds a cordial in- 
vitation to our liberty-loving shores 
and they have flocked hero in an end- 
less procession. Let them continue to 
come; they have the same right bore 
our forefathers bad; honest emigrants 
are welcome; but let all others under- 
stand as they come, and that, too, 
promptly without tho delay of blank 
cartridges or of shots- fired into tho air, 
that liberty moans In this land of equal 
rights, not license, but law and order of 
as substantial a kind as they may have 
sought to escape at home.

Manufactures, which were selflshlj 


crushed, out here by the mo.ther epuri 
try'during the, Colonial period,'revivet 
by.the epibargo in. the war of 1812, thbr 
oughiy, established by the. tariffs of 
1810, 24, and 20, and steadily invigorat- 
ed- up to - the present time, manufac- 
tures are-a national interest "among us 
hardly second • to.-that' of Agriculture 
'They liave stimulated onr inventive 
faculty until it lias become proverbia' 
in steam engines, cotton gins, printing 
presses, sewing machines, and every 
kind of labor-saving" contrivance. Uu- 
der-tlie- fostering hand of government 
which should continue to guard them 
until at least they can stand as well 
alone, manufacturing industries have 
proved a fountain of national wealth 
for us compared to which the rich 
mines of Pennsylvania, California and 
the Rocky Mountains are but a minia- 
ture type. So bountiful, indeed, have 
been all the sources of wealth in Amer- 
ica thill to-day it beams like 'the sun 
light upon us all, the poor as well as 
the rich,an inestimable blessing. While 
it is possible that, as it centres into few 
hands, wealth may become, in the 
form of monopoly or of luxurious idle- 
ness or especially of interference with 
elections, in some respects a curse, as 
it did in the decaying days of liomc, 
while this is possible and is freely 
prophesied, wo will not on this glad 
day harbor such a foreboding, especial- 
ly amid the surroundings to \vhich our 
beautiful city is indebted, but will con- 
fidently believe that the genius of our 
country will avert every such danger 
and will continue to govern the large 
interests of property to the infinite ad- 
vantage of all classes. 


Railroads and telegraphs, the great 


arteries of our social system have so 
multiplied and 
strengthened as to 


bring all our vast territory from Maine 
to California and from Texas to Oregon 
into much greater practical contiguity 
than was sustained by the original 
thirteen colonies. Such electric iron 
bands facilitate acquaintance, and under 
wise management will become indisso- 
luble bonds of Union. The recent 
labor riots plainly show that the state 
must not tamely stand aside, and permit 
either a corporation to raise its gigantic 
head against the rights of the people or 
an army of workmen smarting under 
repeated injuries to become a violent 
mob.

MAllTHA WASHINGTON. 


Martha Washington was the daughter 


of a Virginian. In hor early girlhood 
ii uulle at tlio court of the Ilritish (!ov- 
enior of the colony, she learned there 
tin1 punctilious etiquette that she after- 
ward prescribed, and added to the 
haughtiness of a naturally aristocratic 
spirit. Wealthy by inheritance, slio 
uurric'd at 17 a man of fortune, and at 
ulioitt 2~ was left the handsomest wid- 
ow in Virginia to become the wife of 
tieo. Washington. Mi's. Washington 
was noted for simplicity of dress, fre- 
quently wearing a gown of homespun, 
with lace cap and muslin handkerchief. 


A1IKIA1I. ADAM-!. 


Abigail Adams was the daughter and 


granddaughter of clergymen, and her 
marriage at the ago of twenty to John 
Adams was considered not at all a flat- 
tering one at the time. On her husband's 
election to the Presidency the seat of 
Government was removed to Washing- 
ton, and although the present Presi- 
dent's residence was styled the White 
House in honor of Martha Washington, 
Mrs. Adams was really the first lady of 
that building. 


MAllTHA JEKFKIiSOX RANDOLPH. 


The wife of Thomas Jefferson died 


nearly a score of years before ho be- 
came President, and there was literally 
no lady at the White House during the 
greater part of his Presidency. His 
daughters were Mrs. Martha Jefferson 
Randolph and Mrs. Kppes. The latter, 
the younger, is said to have been an elx- 
cccdingly sweet and gracious person of 


beauty. One 01 her sons was 


the first child born in the White House.

Randolph, less beautiful than her 


sister, was more brilliant, and her 
father had lavished every care upon 
licr.

Tlic Hon. J. G. Sheffield, {he sul.jee 


of this sketch, was born in Now Shore 
ham, April 2ti, 1S10. Jn early manlioot 
he .showed a large amount of business 
talent, so mueli so that at the age of 2; 
he was sent by his follow-townsmcn o' 
New Shoreliam, to represent them ii 
the General Assembly. Again ho wah 
elected and served through the war 
and yet again in the year 3873 when he 
co-operated with much fervor with hi; 
colleague, lion. Nicholas Ball, Ins fel- 
low townsman, in securing a govern- 
ment harbor for the island, lie has 
served his town as first warden, and foi 
many years has been a member of tbe 
town council; be has held the oliice ol 
deputy sherin for fifteen years. Foi 
the past forty years he has been con- 
sulted by the town oih'cials and by his 
fellow townsmen on matters of law.— 
In addition lie has been a first-class 
farmer. 
He took a government con-
